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Final General Election votes

With the exception of the U.S. 
Presidential pick and a controversial 
proposal to allow human embryo 
and human embryonic stem cell 
research, the General Election 
results for 
matched the outcome for state and 
federal office holders. 

A total of 7,242 voters, or 62 per- 
cent of the 11,656 registered voters 
in Crawford County, exercised their 
right to vote at the General Election 
polls on Tuesday, Nov. 4. 

While the nation made history by 
electing Barack Obama as the first 
black president, Crawford County 
voters threw their majority of sup- 
port to Republican candidate Sen. 


Crawford County: 


John McCain and vice presidential 


’ candidate Gov. Sarah Palin. In 


Crawford County, McCain and 
Palin were supported by 3,561 votes 
to Obama and Sen. Joe Biden’s 
3,441 votes. 

Sen. Carl Levin, D- Mich. , handily 
defeated Republican challenger 
Jack Hoogendyk Jr. Levin, who has 
been a U.S. Senator since 1978 and 
is chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, won the right 
to another six year term. 

In Crawford County, Levin was 
supported by 3,951 


Hoogendyk Jr’s 2,661 votes. 


Libertarian candidate Scotty Boman: 
received 132 votes, U.S. Taxpayer 
candidate Michael N. Nikitin 
received 82 votes, Green Party can-

‘sional seat, Rep. Bart Stupak, D- 


Menominee, who has held the seat 
for 15 years, defeated Republican 
Tom Casperson, a Current state rep- 
resentative from Escanaba. In 
Crawford County, Stupak received 
4,500 votes and Casperson received 
2,245 votes. Libertarian candidate 
Daniel W. Grow received 85 votes, 
U.S. Taxpayers candidate Joshua J. 
Warren received 82 votes and 
Green Party candidate Jean Treacy 
gathered 75 votes. 

‘In the race for the 106th District 
State Representative’s seat, Alpena 
Democrat Andy Neumann defeated

Presque Isle Township Supervisor. 
The district covers Alcona, Alpena, 
Crawford, Montmorency, Oscoda 
and Presque Isle Counties. 
Neumann beat Pettalia in five of the 
six counties with the exception of 
Alcona County, were Pettalia 
received one more vote than 
Neumann, In Crawford County, 
Neumann received 3,631 votes to 
Pettalia’s °2,932 votes. Libertarian 
candidate Scott Alexander received 
318 votes.

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Man dies 
after being 
struck by 
train

‘A 29-year-old Benzonia man died after 
being struck by a train while he was laying 
on the train tracks last week. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield said that Crawford County 
Central Dispatch received a call around 
10:57 p.m. on Monday, Nov. 3, indicating a 
person was struck by a train. The train was 
traveling northbound on a remote section of 
train tracks, located about a mile and a half 
south of Seven Mile Road, near the south- 


em border of Crawford County. 


Engineers, operating the Lake State 
Railway Company train engine, contacted 
their dispatchers after the collision, who in 
turn called Roscommon County 911. The 
call’ was transferred to Crawford County 
Central Dispatch when it was discovered 


- the incident occurred in the county. 


Assuming the person was dead, 
Crawford County Sheriff’s Deputies Shawn 
Schnoor and John Klepadlo, and Assistant 
Medical Examiners Ruth Lewicki and 
Aurlia Bastien, went to the scene. The 
emergency responders, however, found that 
Brian Bernard Manning, 29 of Benzonia, 
was still breathing. Deputies and medical 
personnel administered CPR and requested

Library institutes program to 
combat internet cyberbullying

harmful than the schoolyard 
bullying that has always 
existed. 

Bullies have online access 
to their victims at all hours, 
which can sometimes con- 
vince victims that there is no 
escape from the harassment. 

In some cases, internet 
bullies will create fake 
online accounts to gain a 
victim’s trust before pub- 
licly humiliating their target. 

“It’s frightening, just the 
language and the concepts 
and the bullying that goes 
on,” said Meyer. “Hopefully 
programs like this will stop 
this kind of thing.” 

She believes that coupling 
informative sessions with a 
fun social program will help 
remind kids that online vic- 
tims are real people with 
feelings whom they might 
encounter on an everyday 
basis. 

“I’m hoping this will be a 
social outreach ... for accep- 
tance,” said Meyer. 

So far, the program has 
been successful in drawing 
curious teens. Over 20 kids 
attended the Nov. 7 session, 
where they began by taking 
“The Megan Pledge.” 

The pledge is named for 


Megan Meier, a 13-year-old 
girl who committed suicide 
in 2006 in response to trau- 
ma from particularly vicious 
online taunting. 

Meyer said that the local 
program is designed to raise 
awareness while drawing in 
teens with plenty of fun, too. 
The Nov. 7 session featured 
a Guitar Hero tournament 
and the final meeting will 
include a pizza party. 

Grayling High School 
(GHS)  sentor Shawn 
Williams, age 18, attended 
the event last week. Like 
many teens, Williams has a 
Myspace page. 

He said he decided to 
check out the event just to 
“see what’s going on.” | 

“It teaches kids about 
cyberbullying and we get to 
play Guitar Hero,” said 
Williams. 

Williams said that he has 
witnessed “some” online 
bullying. 

Fellow GHS senior Kayci 
Marshall believes that inter- 
net bullying is a real prob- 
lem, even in Crawford 
County. 

“I know because it hap- 
pened to me before,” said 
Marshall. “It’s really 
mean.” 


She feels that younger 
kids have the most to benefit 
from programs like Cyber 
Teen Revolution. 

“A lot of the middle 
schoolers should come 
check it out,” said Marshall. 

Detective John 


Wybraniec, of the 
Roscommon County 
Sheriff’s Department, 


agrees that kids under age 
15 are the most vulnerable 
to online attacks. 

Wybraniec, who special- 
izes in Internet safety, was 
present at one of the Cyber 
Teen Revolution meetings. 

“It seems to be the new 
therne in terms of what par- 
ents and the public want,” 
said Wybraniec., 

He added that the illusion 
of safety is what actually 
makes kids vulnerable. 

“You can sit at a computer 
and you feel very safe ... but 
you have to remember you 
don’t know who’s on the 
other end,” said Wybraniec. 

Although he acknowl- 
edges that every family situ- 
ation is different, he general- 
ly recommends that kids 
surf the Internet in an open 
family area until they turn 
15. 

He said 


that parental 


involvement is key. Schools 


_ can actually be quite limited 


in how much they are able to 
deal with cyberbullying, 
even when they are aware of 
it. 

“We try to do this theme 
of ‘think before you post,” 
said Wybraniec. 

He added that the more 
personal information a per- 
son posts online, the more 
vulnerable that person 
becomes. With the right 
clues, it is possible to pin- 
point a person’s home 
address, even if it has not 
been explicitly stated. 

He said that online crime 
is on the rise. While online 
stalking and pedophilia 
remain the biggest threat to 
children, he has encountered 
some criminal cases relating 
to online bullying. 

“Its definitely becoming 
a hot topic,” said Wybraniec. 

He recommends 
www.netsmarts.org as a 
good resource for parents. 

Meanwhile, Meyer hopes 
to eventually expand the 
Cyber Teen Revolution 
beyond the initial four ses- 
sions. 

“T hope it develops into a 
long term program = for 
teens,” said Meyer.

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ELECTION 2008 produced 
plenty of surprises, and more than 
enough challenges. 

That Sen. Barack Obama was 
elected president was no surprise 
in the closing days of the cam- 
paign, but in the overall 20-month 
drive for the White House he sure 
surprised me. 

In my annual prediction column 
for 2007, back when presidential 
campaigning was in its early 
stages, it seemed to me that Barack 
Obama’s candidacy was merely a 
flash in the presidential pan. 

After all, he had been in the sen- 
ate only three years, following a 
few years in the Hlinois legislature. 
He was too young, he didn’t have 
enough experience, nobody knew 
who he was, he had a funny name, 
and on top of all those shortcom- 
ings as a serious presidential can- 
didate, he was black, and his cam- 
paign was merely token, 

“Hillary Clinton, Barack Obama 
and John Edwards will dominate 
the early Democratic maneuvering 
for president,” I predicted boldly 
in January 2007, and they did. But

Obama’s winning campaign was surprising 


] added, obviously using a very 
clouded crystal ball, “Sen. Obama 
will pull out of consideration 
before year end,” adding that the 
other Democratic hopefuls would 
“try to catch fire, but none will 
ignite the prairies.” 

Wrong a couple of times, but I 
don’t think I was alone in my early 
opinions. 

Obviously, Barack Obama did 
not fall by the wayside in 2007, but 
he did indeed ignite the prairies, 
the campuses, and enough states 
first to beat favored Sen. Hillary 
Clinton and all the other 
Democrats in the primary phase, 
and then to bury Republican John 
McCain in both popular and elec- 
toral votes in the general election. 

* * * 

THE OBAMA campaign was a 
masterpiece, and — as many writers 
have observed — may change polit- 
ical campaigning forever, through 
masterful use of the Internet to 
reach an estimated 32 million 
potential voters and tum them not 
only into workers but also contrib- 
utors. 


In 2004, Howard Dean had start- 
ed on a similar tactic seeking the 


Democratic nomination, but flared 


out after the Iowa caucuses.

improved and perfected using the 
Internet as a campaign tool. 

Successful campaign methods 
are always changing. Eight years 
ago, Carl Rove and a cadre of 
Republican political thinkers from 
Texas developed a system that 
pushed an untested Texas governor 
into the White House, surviving 
two cliff hanging elections. Mr. 
Rove and his hardball tactics were 
hailed by many pundits as the 
recipe for enduring Republican 
dominance of presidential cam- 
paigning. 

Well, they worked twice. 


Similar praise was heaped upon . 


Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton and his 
campaign juggernaut which ousted 
incumbent President George H. W. 
Bush in 1992. The Clinton system 
worked twice, too, and had been 
shined up for Mrs. Clinton’s run 
this year. 

Going back to 1980, a group of

Do you know someone 
or a family that is letting 
men, women or young 
adults stay on a couch in 
their house until they find a 
place to live because they 
have nowhere else? 

We have people living in 
campgrounds in tents or in 
their cars, but you’ don’t 
see them. By federal def- 
inition, a person 1s “home- 
less” if they are staying in 
“a place not meant for 
habitation” — if it has a 
roof, it is habitable. 
Would a person staying in 
a shed be homeless? What 
about a camper in the 
woods, wouldn’t it be hab- 
itable? Would it be realis- 
tically habitable? No. In 
northern Michigan in our 
rural area, a majority of the 
homeless people, and it is a 
lot, are not living in a card- 
board box or under an 
expressway overpass, they 
are the people you know, 
the people who stay with 
others because they have 
nowhere else to stay. 
There are men, women and 
children that come to the 
shelter or are put up in a 
motel when they have out- 
lived their welcome in a

home or multiple homes 
because they have moved 
from one friend or family 
member to the next. 

Homelessness is here 
and it is here every day in 
northern Michigan. Just 
because you can’t see it, 
doesn’t mean it is not here. 
The local group of agen- 
cies that meet monthly in 
our four counties 
(Crawford, Ogemaw, 
Oscoda and Roscommon = 
COOR Housing Coalition) 
try to pass on information 
to each other, and others 
not part of the group, about 
homelessness, housing and 
homeless prevention. 

This coalition, COOR 
Housing, does a homeless 
count every other year in 
January. In January 2007, 
there were 80 homeless 
people counted in one day 
in the four counties in the 
middle of winter (these 80 
were determined by the 
federal definition of home- 
less). That did not count 
those people living on a 
couch or in a “habitable” 
place. Those numbers are 
hard to count but are usual- 
ly double or triple the 
amount of the federal 


(HUD) definition of 
“homeless” which would 
put ‘the numbers at 
between 240 to 320 people 
in our four counties alone. 
During the year 2007 in 
the State of Michigan, 
there were 79,920 home- 


less people. 
River House Inc. is a 
homeless shelter for 


women and children. It 
provides a safe place to 
stay and provides food and 
clothing and works with 
families to find a place to 
live. When a man calls for 
a place to stay, River 
House refers them to a 
shelter that serves home- 
less men or works with the 
Salvation Army to try to 
help them find a place to 


Stay. 
NEMCSA provides

prevention.

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Firearm 
deer season 
starts on 
Saturday 


Orangecoat Roundup 
set for Nov. 15 and 16

The 2008 Orangecoat Roundup, an event 
in which hunters can display their deer on 
the buck pole at Skip’s Sport Shop and win 
prizes in several different categories, will 
help kick off firearm. deer season in 
Grayling on Saturday, Nov. 15, and Sunday, 
Nov. 16. 

The Orangecoat Roundup is organized 
by the Camp Grayling Conservation Club 
and hosted by Skip’s Sport Shop. The grand 
prize, a scoped rifle, will be awarded to the 
hunter who displays the buck with the 
largest rack over the course of the two-day 
competition. Cash prizes will also be 
awarded in several different categories, 
including “first buck” and “heaviest buck.” 

in order to participate, hunters must have 
an Orangecoat Roundup button. Buttons 
are available at Skip’s Sport Shop and sev- 
eral other local businesses for $2. 

Despite several factors working against a 
strong firearm deer season opener — includ- 
ing a weak economy, high gas prices, and 
an unpopular baiting ban — there are rea- 
sons to expect a good start to the season; 
however, the weather might be the most 
important factor. 

“Weather is everything,” said Jack 
Millikin, owner of Skip’s Sport Shop. 
“Rain is bad. Snow, a little bit of cold is not 
too bad. A mild opener lets hunters stay in 
the woods a little longer” 

Millikin said archery deer season, which 
started on Oct. 1, has been slaw so far this 
year. 

“Hunters have been doing fair. Numbers 
are down,” Millikin said. “The bucks are 
starting to chase the does. They’ve been 
seeing a lot more bucks in last four or five 
days.” 

As part of the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resource’s Chronic Wasting 
Disease Emergency Response Plan, hunters 
can no. longer use bait to lure deer in the 
Lower Peninsula. 

“Chronic wasting disease, an always fatal 
neurological disease of deer and elk, was 
confirmed in a privately owned (deer) facil- 
ity in Kent County. The CWD Emergency 
Response Plan, adopted by the Department 
of Natural Resources in 2002, requires a 
ban on all feeding and baiting of (deer) 
within the peninsula where CWD is docu- 
mented.
